".'\11 goods are produced for exchange on 
ihe free market of the world ; and, in the 
majority of case^, the articles produced are 
of no utility to the persons who produce 
them. The comTnodities are produced under 
the control of a particular class, namely, the 
capitalists, for profit ; anil chemical, mechan-
